The  committees  appointed  by  the  Northern 
and  Southern  Baptist  conventions  to  “con- 
fer concerning  the  organized  activities  of  the 
Baptists  represented  in  the  two  convent 
tions,”  which  met  recently  at  Old  Point 
Comfort,  appointed  a sub-committee  of  four 
to  visit  New  Mexico.  This  sub-commit  1e<j 
was  instructed  to  ascertain  the  facts  of  the 
Baptist  situation  in  New  Mexico  and  to  <h| 
whatever  ia  possible  to  promote  fraternal 
feelings  among  the  Baptists  of  the  state 
pending  some  adjustment  of  denominational 
affairs. 

This  subcommittee,  consisting  of  Pres 
E.  Y.  Mullins,  of  Louisville,  Ky. ; A.  J.  Bar] 
ton.  1).  1).,  of  Waco,  Texas;  Walter  Cal  ley] 
I).  D.,  of  Boston,  and  J.  S.  Dickerson,  LKt 
I)  , of  Chicago,  met  in  Clovis  and  Roswell  j 
New  Mexico,  on  October  27,  28  and  29 J 
There  were  present  to  confer  with  this  sub- 
committee a number  of  brethren  represent- 
ing the  two  Baptist  State  conventions  of 
New  Mexico.  Full  statements  of  the 
causes  whieh  have  led  to  the  division  in  the 
denomination  in  New  Mexico  were  made  by 
officers  of  the  two  State  conventions  and 
by  pastors  aud  laymen  affiliated  with  each. 
After  u series  of  conferences,  a unanimous 
agreement  was  reached  by  which  both  par- 
ties agreed  to  discontinue  all  agitation  of 
the  matters  concerning  which  there  has  been 
lack  of  harmony'  pending  the  efforts  of  the 
committee.  . ' 

The  sub-committee  feels  that ' excellent 
progress  has  been  made  toward  unification 
of  the  denomination  in  New  Mexico.  There 
is  reason  for  hope  that  some  plan,  by  whieh 
all  Baptists  in  the  State  may  heartily  work 
together,  may  eventually  be  determined  up- 
on.  The  brethren  in  New  Mexico  from 
this  time  forth,  it  is  believed,  will  begin  to 
seek  unity. 

The  sub-committee  will  report  to  the 
joint  committee  of  eighteen  at  a meeting  of 
the  committee  to  be  held  at  Hot  Springs, 
Ark.,  Jan.  24th.  1912,  Xnd  from  that  meet- 
ing it  is  hoped  some  practical  method  of  ad- 
justment of  New  Mexico  Baptist  affairs  will 
develop. — J.  S.  Dickerson,  Secretary;  E.  Y. 
Mullins,  Chairman.

There  have  la-en  men  with  greater 
i brains  than  1.  men  with  greater  opportuni- 
j ties;  hut  from  the  day  1 got  the  |H*or  of  lam 
don  on' 'my  heart,  aud  a vision  of  what  Je- 
sus Christ  could  do  with  the  poor  of  Lon 
don,  I made  up  my  mind  that  God  would 
have  all  of  William  Booth  there  was.  And 
if  there  is  anything  of  power  in  the  Salva- 
tion Army  today,  it  is  Itecauae  God  has  all 
the  adoration  of  my  heart,  all  the  power  of 
my  will,  and  all  the  influence  of  my  life  ’ 
“Then  he  looked  at  me  a minute,  and  1 
soon  learned  another  secret  of  his  power.

;bern  otwefveti  for  feint uri.es  that  alcohol 
-augment,  the  self-idbsciouaneas.  the  sense 


of  power,  und  the  courage.  And  that  is 
almolutelv  true.  Nothing  can  stimulate 
these  fine  faculties  so  well? as  the  excitation 
of  our  inner  personality,  its  becoming  ac- 
tive. This  must  increase  the  self -con- 
sciousness ; it  is  in  great  part  identical  with 
it.  and  the  higher  my  self-eonsciouaneas  is 
the  gr  ater  naturally  is  my  courage.  The 
saying  about  “getting  courage  by  drinking 
wine’  is  no  illusion,  but  corresponds  to 
well  founded  real  conditions."  Now,  the 
man  whose  natural  tendency  is  stimulated 
by  insidious  fallacies  of  this  kind  falls  an 
easy  prey  to  the  doctrine  that  moderate 
drinking  is  a thing  to  be  desired,  and  will 
soon  bring  himself  to  the  belief  that  prohi- 
bition interferes  with  one’s  divine  rights 
and  so  casts  his  vote  for  the  open  saloon. 

Again,  hear  what  this  doctrinaire  of  the 
still  has  to  say  of  the  nutrient  value  of  al- 
cohol. “If  it  influences  digestion  at  all, 
affects  it  favorably,  is  absorbed  easily  by 
the  body,  nd  used  as  a nutrient.’’  When 
men  read  statements  like  the  above  and  have 
not  been  taught  that  alcohol  is  a poison 
just  as  much  so  as  any  other  decaying  mat- 
ter, it  is  easy  to  see  how  the  anaemic  dys- 
peptic would  hope  to  find  relief  in  the  mod- 
erate use  of  alcoholic  liquors. 

But  our  would-be  scientist  does  not  stop 
with  the  direct  drinking  of  alcohol,  but  says 
thst  “with  every  demi-tasse  of  strong  cof- 
fee cognac  or  a good  liquer  is  needed,  and 
with  every  cup  of  tea  a little  rum.”  We 
cannot,  see  how  much  more  insidiously  a 
proposition  could  be  submitted  to  a cred- 
ulous people  than  this  knight  of  Bacchus 
haa  done. 

In  these  days  when  there  seems  to  b«r  a 
reaction  in  the  sentiment  of  the  people  in 
general,  it  behooves  all  God-fearing  men 
and  women  to  hoist  the  danger  flag  and  to 
see  to  it  that  not  only  we  impress  upon  our 
children  in  the  Sunday  Schools  the  all  iin- 
l>ortan<?o  of  this  subject,  but  that  we  urge 
our  teachers  in  the  day  schools  to  keep  con- 
stantly before  the  children  under  thei” 
charge  the  danger  of  touching  this  demon. 

While  we  have  prohibition  in  our  own 
State,  yet  "No  stale  has  the  power  with- 
out permission  of  Congress,  to  prevent  the 
shipi  lent  of  liquois  into  its  borders  from 
another  State,  an-!  its  sale  and  delivery  in 
unbroken  packages  ’ ” With  this  sort  of 
thing  staring  us  in  the  face,  we  must  mak? 
our  fight  at  the  National  Capitol.  Let  u« 
begin  the  fight  now  by  writing,  every  man 
and  woman  of  us,  to  our  representative  in 
Congress,  urging  the  passage  of  such  laws 
as  will  protect  dry  territory  from  the  in- 
vasion of  the  brewers.  If  God’s  people  ev- 
eiy where  will  do  this,  we  believe  that  the 
time  will  soon  come  when,  not  only  prohi- 
bition will  reign,  but  we  will  be  snugly  en- 
sconced behind  impenetrable  barriers 
against  the  oncoming  of  the  enemy.  Let 
us  hope,  watch,  work  and  pray  to  this  ideal 
end.  J *

college  circles  now.  A few  students  still 
come  in  and  the  college  enrollment  now  is

there  is  no  doubt  that  this  high  number  will 
be  reached  by  the  close  of  the  present 
quarter.

One  feature  of  the  student  body  this  s 
t-’ion  is  especially  noteworthy.  The  Senior 
Class  are  men  of  stalwart  and  reliable  fel- 
lows. They  lead  in  all  Christian  work. 
This  means  more  than  a casual  glance  would 
reveal.  In  their  W.  Y.  C.  A.  work,  they 
are  arranging  for  a series  of  lectures  along 
I'ues  of  purity  of  life  and  racial  integrity 
A few  weeks  ago  Ur.  R.  W.  Hall,  one  ot  the 
college  physicians,  delivered  a lecture  which 
is  bearing  much  good  fruit.  Just  here  it  >s 
important  to  say  that  there  was  never  a 
wiser  thing  done  than  when  the  board  of 
trustees  arranged  to  employ  college  physi- 
cians. Drs.  Hall  and  Potter  surely  do  tcacu 
our  young  men  the  value  of  pure  lives  and 
healthy  bodies. 

On  last  Friday  night  and  Saturday  morn- 
ing, our  own  Jack  Hardy,  President  of  the 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  deliv- 
ered what  President  Provine  designated  the 
most  splendid  addresses  that  he  had  ever 
heard  from  the  college  rostrum.  In  his  fiest 
lecture,  he  made  a plea  for  pure  bodies, 
and  in  his  second  he  plead  for  racial  integ- 
rity. To  look  into  the  faces  of  these  clean 
and  manly  looking  fellows,  one  would  hard- 
ly think  it  necessary  to  bother  about  hav- 
ing this  sort  of  work.  But  those  who  have 
this  in  charge  go  on  the  principle  that  the 
best  armed  man  ia  the  one  who  has  been 
the  best  warned.

Effective  Garbage  Disposal 

I 'mil  lately  American  practice  in  the  mat- 
ti  r of  garbage  diaposal  haa  not  been  a mat- 
ter tor  national  pride.  Two  methods  have 
been  common — unsightly,  malodorous  piles 
Of  decomposing  refuse  have  been  in  some 
places  still  are! — allowed  to  accumulate  in 
tbe  vicinity  of  dwellings,  or  cheap,  ineffec- 
tual “disposal  plants’’  installed  and  iqierat- 
ed  by  greedy  or  dishonest-  private  contract- 
ors have  been  run  for  a few  years  and  then 
allowed  to  lapse  into  well-earned  oblivion. 
Neither  procedure  is  creditable  to  a civiliz- 
ed state.  There  is  really  no  need  for  a 
continuance  of  the  offensive  and  wasteful 
method*  that  have  been  commonly  employed 
in  this  country,  say*  The  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Aasociation 

At  least  two  method*  of  garbage  disposal 
have  proved  effective  in  typical  American  I 
citica — incineration  and  reduction.  In  the 
incinerating  type  all  kinds  of  refuse,  ashes, 
paper,  rags,  scraps  of  food  kitchen  waste, 
etc.,  are  fed  together  into  crematories  and 
burned.  In  European  works  of  this  type 
the  heat  generated  by  the  combustion  with  ' 
a forced  draft  is  a source  of  considerable  i 
revenue.  One  of  the  best  examples  of  an  I 
incinerator  plant  in  this  country  is  the  Mil-  | 
waukee  incinerator,  whirh  has  been  in  full 
operation  since  May,  1910  At  the  old  Mil- 
waukee plant  the  cost  of  dis|»o*al  readied  ns 
high  as  $1.37  per  ton  of  garbage,  while  the 
cost  at  the  new  plant  is  less  than  60  cent" 
per  ton  If  the  excess  supply  of  steam  gen- 
erated at  the  plant  is  economically  utilized 
the  actual  coat  will  be  further  greatly  re-  ; 
dueed.  In  garbage  reduction  works  the 
sorted  garbage  i*  passed  through  various  di- 
gester*. tanks  and  roller  preases  with  a view 
to  extracting  the  valuable  portions,  espec- 
ially the  fats  and  the  nitrogenotia  matter*. 
The  roltimhns  (Ohio)  plsnt.  put  in  op -ra- 
tion in  July,  1910.  is  the  first  reduction 
plant  in  this  country  designed  and  construct- 
ed by  a municipality.  Successful  financial 
operaiion  of  this  plant  appear*  in  th*  fact

The  chief  features  of  the  character  which 
led  to  protest  *n us’n  are  an  independent 
spirit  and  a strong  mentality.

tionary.

The  impression  made  is  vc»v 
subtile  and  it  may  be  dissipated.  The  Cath- 
olic may  win  and  keep  the  voter’s  vote  aqd 
his  entire  confidence,  as  Patrick  Collins  djd 
in  New  Yorjt  and  elsewhere.  But  when  He 
Inc?  that  he  does  it  as  a man.  not  as  a 
Catholic. 

“The  voter  is  the  judge  of  the  sort  <jf 
mind  he  wants  to  represent  him.  He  re- 
sponds to  the  mind  that  appeals  to  him.  If 
the  minds  that  Roman  Catholic  education 
* offers  him  do  not  appeal  to  him  as  strongly 
as  some  other  minds,  what  is  there  to  ilo 
about  it?”
